And 
if you want to take that chance, have you a right to do so 
while your accounts are unpaid, Should you speculate with 
money that really belongs to your retailer or to his whole- 
saler. 

So far as we are concerned our own necessities are so 
great that we must insist that our customers whose accounts” 
are overdue, sell something and pay. We are always willing 
to help reasonably and at the proper season but we have to 
pay and we cannot do it unless you do.

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Sound Financing All Round 

The Great War brought about many developments and revealed many 
hitherto unsuspected powers in Canada. This Dominion was discovered 
as being capable of wielding a military strength and prowess undreamed 
of by itself or any other people. It demonstrated its ability “to produce 
munitions of war on a scale of gfeat magnitude. Even under adverse con- 
ditions, its productive capacity in all directions was shown to be almost 
beyond measure when all its people willed to sacrifice, serve and work. 

But probably Canada’s most unexpected and amazing strength was re- 
vealed in its ability to finance itself even under the enormous ob'igations 
and expenditures which war forced upon it, Before the war, Canada was a 
borrowing nation, and a borrowing nation onea large scale. The idea of 
Canada raising from among its own people the money necessary to carry 
on government and the large expenditures required for development. pur- 
poses of a national character never suggested itself t@ the Canadian people, 
Federal and Pravincial Govérnments, municipalities and large corporations 
were content to float their bonds and sell their debentures in Great Britain 
affd the United States. 

The Great War changed all this. At the outset, Canada borrowed 
from Great Britain; later it borrqwed from the United States. During the 
last three years of the war, however, Canadians themselves supplicd their 
Government with all the money it required and a sufficient amount over 
and above its requirements to enable it to grant credits to Great Britain and 
other countries. Year after year the Canadian people furnished the Do- 
minion Government with sums far in excess of the total of Canada’s national 
debt before the war. 

This not only contributed greatly to Canada’s strength during the war, 
but since, Tens of millions of dollars which otherwise would have been 
drained out of the Dominion in interest payments have been distributed 
among our own people. The cutting of interest bearing-coupons has be- 
come a commonplace in homes all over the country. 

What was proven to be good policy for the Dominion as a whole is 
being recognized throughout the Prairie Provinces of Canada as good pol- 
icy for this western country; hence we find that the Governments of Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan and Alberta have all devised schemes whereby those of 
their people who have moncy to invest may Iend it to their respective Gov- 
¢ernments on gilt-edged security and these Governments re-lend it t6 those 
of their people who are in need of money for development and productive 
purposes within the Province. As a result, not only is Western money 
kept in the West, and interest payments thereon earned by Western peo- 
ple, but the money is put to work in the West to further its development 
and increase its prosperity. And Governments are placed in funds without 
being obliged to go solely to Eastern and to foreign markets and remit 
large sums in interest payments to points outside the Provinee. 

Nor is this healthy development, this adding of financial strength and 
independence to the West, being confined to Provincial Governments. 
Municipalities are appealing to their own citizens and ratepayers to become 
the holders of municipal debentures. A gratifying measure of success is 
attending these ecfforts—Regina being a notable example where several 
municipal bond issues have been fully subscribed for by its own citizens. 

As a matter of historical fact, even before the Dominion Government 
adopted the policy of floating popular Victory Loans, the Government of 
Saskatchewan had inaugurated the policy of going to its own people to pro- 
vide the money necessary to carry through its Farm Loans plan, and in its 
appeal upwards of one million dollars was received. Then the Dominion 
Victory Loans were inaugurated and.the Saskatchewan Government with- 
drew its appeal and held it in abeyance so’as not to conflict with the war 
finance programme of the Dominion.* With the war over, and the neces- 
sity for Victory Loan campaigns removed, Saskatchewan is again energeti- 
cally pushing the sale of Farm Loan debentures to its own people. . 

It is good policy for a citizen to buy the bonds of his own: Province 
or municipality. Unlike the big financial corporations, it is not a money- 
making venture on the part of these public bodies, nor i the money mekgr 
ed in the intricate and costly financial system of the whole country and the 
world. The system is administered at cost—the lender receiving the high- 
est possible interest rate and the borrower securing his loan at the lowest 
possible cost. : 

Through this simple machinery the West is being made more and more 
economically independent of the East and the big financial corporations, its 
money is being kept at home, and it is actively at work promoting the fur-

Choosing Coal by 
The Microscope

The selection of the particular coal 
to give the best results for certain 
purposes has always been an import- 
ant matter for the engineer. Today, 
with the enhanced cost of coal, it has 
become a vital problem. Hitherto 
it has-been the custom to rely upon 
open chemical compositions and 
tests of the heat value of the coal, 
but the engineer of a leading firm 
which buys about a quarter of a mil- 
lion tons of coal every year for vari- 
ous. uses, confirms the suspicion that 
something more is needed before the 
most economical coal in each case 
can be determined, He has worked 
out a series of microscopic tests by 
which various coals are classified, 
each class being most efficient for 
steam raising, or gas production, or 
some other particular service. The 
method adopted is to grind the sur- 
face of a small sample of coal ex- 
ceedingly smooth, fix it by the 
smooth surface to a piece of glass 
and grind away the remainder until a 
slice thin enough to transmit light re- 
mains on the glass. When examin- 
ed under the microscope thig slice re- 
veals the inner structure of the coal,

Dearth of Breeding 


Sows 


During the past few weeks, 
partment of Agriculture has received a 
number of requests for information as to 
where brood sows may be secured. 

It is evident that there will be a de- 
mand throughout the fall, Many farmers 
during the past two years have sold en- 
tirely out of theit breeding stock of sows 
and now that grain has reduced some- 
what in price, some of these men are 
anxious to again become established in 
the business but find no local supply 
from which to secure a start. The mat- 
ter was discussed by the Live Stock Com- 
missioner of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, the Markets Representative of the 
Dominion Government and with the 
commission firms at the Kdméhton and 
Calgary Stock Yards. It is learned that 
a considerable number of good young 
sows are now passing through the stock 
yards and are being bought by the pack- 
ers for slaughter, 

Arrangements have been made with 
the Live Stock Exchanges at these yards 
to fill orders for brood sows. The De- 
partinent will place a representative in 
the yards to see that the farmers’ inter- 
ests are looked after.” Farmers are ad- 
vised to procure sows from local shippers 
if possible, which will save freight to and 
from the central yards. Those wishing 
to purchase from the stock yards should 
communicate with the secretary of the 
Edmonton Live Stock Exchange, Ltd., 
Stock Yards, Edmonton, or Calgary Live 
Stock Exchange, Alberta Stock Yards, 
Calgary, forwarding $15,00 deposit per 
sow with the order, the balance to be 
paid on delivery. This order will be 
turned over to a commission firm at the 
Stock Yards and as good sows as possible 
shipped on these orders.

Republican Victory in U.S. 


Senator Harding Elected President of 
Republic by Sweeping Majority. 
New York.—One of the 

swéeping Republican victories in his- 

tory stands recorded for Senator 

Warren G, Harding, for _ president, 

and for a Republican Congress. 

Defeat in their fight both for the 
presidency and Congress was con- 
ceded early by Democratic national 
Leaders on the basis of the increas- 
ing Republican vote. With the presi- 
dency and congress went loss to the 
Democrates of governors, state legis- 
lators, and other state and. local can- 
didates. The break even threatened 
the border states hitherto “solid 
south,” with Republican gains in some 
southerh states larger than any since 
the civil war. 

Senator Harding’s victory over 
Democratic leaders? which matty Re- 
hailed as the “solemn 
referendum” upon the League of 
Nations, was impressive. The re- 
sults presage a larger majority in the 
electoral college for Senator Harding 
and “his running mate, Governor 
Coolidge, of Massachusetts, than any 
since 1888, except alone the vote of 
435 for. President Wilson. in 1912 dur- 
ing the Republican “split.” 

The Republichn congressional 
swing was as strong, increased major- 
itics’in both Senate and House being 
marked up.

Samples of corn grown in Manitoba 
similar to oy which took the first 
prize at the International Soil Pro- 
ducts show at Kansas City a few 
years ago, were shown.

‘Phe corn 
was the Northwestern Dent variety 
and was grown by John Hamilton, of 
Kelwood, Man. Fine specimens of 
oats and barley were also shown. 
Many vegetables, mast of which were 
grown in Manitoba, were included in 
the exhibit. Most of the fruits shown 
were grown in Manitoba. These in- 
cluded a large number. of apples, 
some white cherries and some un- 
usually large strawberries. 

Several bottles of honey and maple 
sytup were shown, The honey came 
from Manitoba and the maple syrup 
from Quebec. It was explained by 
Mr. Hewitt that Manitoba was award- 
ed first prize in the honey contest 
at the convention of beekeepers from 
all over the world, held in Switzer- 
land in’ 1913, 

Manitoba was shown to be one of 
the richest gold and copper fields in 
the. world. Samples of many differ- 
ent minerals were on display, most 
of which came from Manitoba and 
Ontario.

show that they have sufficient .pro- 
Visions, ‘This is an order similar to 
that. which was in effect during the 
rush to the Yukon in 1897, when the 
Mounted Police turned back every 
prospector who did not have with 
him at least sufficient provisions to 
carry him for a year. Intending 
prospectors who have not the re- 
quisite supplies with them, will be 
turned back by the Mounted Police 
at Edmonton or Peace River crossing, 
or at whichever post they are re- 
quired to report before beginning 
their long trek northward.

The value of pressed bricks  pro-
